Water Crisis in Pakistan i

Allah has blessed Pakistan with abundant water resources, with 
water flowing down the Himalayas and Karakorum heights, from the 
world's largest glaciers, a free and unique bounty of nature of this 
land of alluvial plains. As a result of this natural resource, today we 
have the world’s marvelous and the largest irrigation system that 
irrigates over 16 million hectors of land, out of 34 million hectors of 
cultivable land available but unfortunately as we all know that our 
country is facing severe shortage of water. There are two main reasons, 1 st year 
one natural due to prolong drought — which is beyond the control of a l■' re-medical) 
man, and the other due to gross negligence in the development and 

mismanagement of water resources 

Utilization of Water: 

In Pakistan we utilize the water available to us for different purposes. The basic utilization 
is for irrigation and then used for power generation, drinking and also provided to some 
industries. The impact of water crisis on the economy and on society are as under: 



As it is stated earlier that agriculture is the backbone and the water flowing in the channels 
to the crops is its blood line - and ifthere is no water then we should be prepared for facing 
problems economically as well socially. According to the estimates of Federal government, 
the agriculture sector would suffer a loss of about Rupees 90 billion because of draught. 

a) Less water means less agriculture yields and to fulfill the food requirements of the 

nation, we will be dependent on other countries forfood. 

b) Raising livestock is the main source of livelihood of rural areas. 

c) Orchards of Pakistan bring home a healthy amount of foreign exchange, which can 
be affected due to water shortage. 

d) Due to less production of main crops, which are wheat, cotton, sugar cane and rice, 
the industries related tothem will suffer adversely. 

e) Due to drought and more dependency on ground water for irrigation, the water 

table will go down, and this will cause water constrains to the population. 
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a ) Less agriculture ou tputs will compel people to head towards urban areas for 
jobs, which will increase the unemployment further. 

b) The distribution of water is controlled from the center by 1RSA (Indus River 
System Authority) as per 1991 agreement between the provinces. Nov/ the 
shortage of water will cause disputes between the provinces, v/hich may cause 
them to the national integrity. 




Recommendations: 

The national water strategy must be based upon two essential elements 
covering 

• Water developments 

• Water management 

The water dev elopment strategy is largely based upon construction of new 
storage reservoirs where the water management strategy will help in reducing 
the present losses of water development. 

Water Management: 

1. Presently the losses occur due to seepage; infiltration and leakages etc. 
seepage results water logging and these losses can be reduced or eliminated 
by lining the canal. 

2. In addition, people should be educated to conserve water by cooperation. 

3. Furthermore, government should make laws on water conservation. 

4. Use modern irrigation techniques, that are trickling, sprinkling etc. 

5. Presently irrigation department has failed to stop the illegal theft and 
extraction; thus irrigation distribution system needs to be privatized through 
water user associations. 

Conclusions: 

Implementation of the recommendations will enable the country to meet the 
challenges, and achieve the objectives of integrated, efficient, environmentally and 
financially sustainable development and management of limited water resources. At the 
same time, it will enable us to utilize every drop of our water for our bright future.

"The Algae are chlorophyll bearing organisms which possesses 
unicellular sex organs or multicellular ones in which every cell forms a 
gamete". In t his respect the algae differ from all other green plants. 

They are aquatic, both marine and fresh water, and occur on 

and within soil and on moist stones and wood as well as in 
association with fungi and certain animals. The algae are of great 
importance as primary producers of energy rich compounds which form the basis of the 
food cycle of all aquatic animal life. For this purpose, the planktonic algae are of special 
importance. Since they serve as food for many animals. It is thought that 90 percent of 
the photosynthesis on earth is carried on by aquatic plants. The phytoplanktonic are 
chiefly responsible for this. While photosynthesizing, they oxygenate their habitat, thus 
increasing the level of dissolved oxygen in their environment. 

The importance of algae has not been much realized by a layman but a deep 
study of the subject shows immense value to human being. Two aspects of economic 
importance of algae have been realized. 

A) Useful Aspects 

B) Harmful Aspects 


A) Useful Aspects: 



1) Food for sea animals and fishes: 

The algae are used as a direct source of food by several sea 
animals and fishes. The marine algae are rich in iodine and several 
other important minerals. 
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1) Mineral Contents: 


High mineral contents, up to five percent of the wet material, in 
which all the mineral elements important in human and animal 
physiology are found, makes seaweeds a unique supplement for a 
well-balanced diet. 

2) Direct use of algae as food for man: 

Chlorella algae is useful to astronauts, because it supplies oxygen 
and provides food in emergency in space flights. 

Several fresh water algae have also been utilized in the 
preparation of various kinds of vitaminized food. 

3) Manufacture of Soaps and Alums: 

Diatoms are used to clean sugar and in soap factories. By burning 
sea weeds on the sea coasts the alkalis are prepared from sea 
weed ashes. 

4) Used as Fertilizers: 

Due to the presence of Potassium Chloride in sea weeds they are 
used as fertilizers in many countries. Such as Japan, France, 

United States and in England. 



5) Nitrogen Fixation by Blue Green Algae: 

Many members of Blue Green Algae have the ability to fix the 
atmospheric nitrogen in the soil. Soil is a living mass and apart 
from soil particles there are in it a number of bacteria fungi, algae 
and protozoa. So the blue green algae convert the nitrogen into 
Nitrogenous particles such as Nitrate and Nitrite. 












B) Harmful Aspects: 

1) Harmful to Living Stocks: 

The algae are harmful to humanity in several ways: Volvocales, 
Choloroccades, Myxophyceae and several others occur in a such a 
great abundance in water, that they color the whole water either 
green or blue and cause the death of fishes. The algae block the 
gills of the fishes and they respire during night and make the 
respiration of fishes difficult by complete depletion of oxygen. 

2) Blocking of Photosynthesis: 

The Epiphytic algae which are found upon other plants and trees 
block photosynthesis and indirectly harm the tree and plants. 

3) Contamination of Water Supply: 

Many blue green, green and other algae contaminate the water of 
city reservoirs, the ir contamination develops a foul odor in the 
water and makes the water unhygienic. 

4) Fouling of Ship: 

Some algae are attached to the ships and this called fouling of 
ship. The fouling retards the speed of the ship. To avoid this 
nuisance, the ships are per iodically dried up and painted with 
copper paint. 

5) Mechanical Injury: 

Sometimes the filamentous forms of algae are found in such a great abundance and net 
like behavior, that many fishes and other aquatic animals may get perish in these 
tangles and direct death is inflicted upon them.

This method is 
excellent but require lot of maintenance for the smooth flow of water from one place to

Why heavy water boring is a curse will be cleared from this 
simple example. 

Consider that the glass in this picture is the earth's water 
table and the straw on the left side of the glass is bore. As it is 
visicle in the picture that the straw is in the water, slowly and 
gradually the water from the straw is pumped out and as a result 
the water reaches to the level of straw as it is shown in the next 
picoure. Simultaneously, another straw is inserted just below the 
first straw which was on the left hand side of the glass. Now just 
imagine that the straw on the right side of the glass is an other 
water bore, which is inserted a little deeper as compared to the 
first straw. As a result of this second bore, the first straw is not 
able to pump any water out as the water table has been 
lowered, but the other straw on the right is able to pump the water out because it is 
lower in position then the first straw. In this the water table is lowered due to every new 
bore in the earth's soil. 

We can reverse this process of depletion of water tables by following a moderate 
utilization water and by stopping new boring of wells, because each new boring result in 
decrease of the water table. The need of the hour is that the consumption of water 
should skillfully, rather than wasting water. In the olden days' sage farmers during hot 
summers used to water their plants in the evening or during the nights. The reason 
behind this practice was that during the day time most of the water gets evaporated 
and the plants were not able to get their proper share of water, as a result decrease rate 
of crop yield. In today's era of luxury and gasoline powered engine, farmers aren't 
follow the golden rules of their ancestors and if the current trend is not reversed then 
the day is not far that we all will be thirsty for a drop of water. In a nutshell, smart 
utilization of water for essential needs can save our water reserves for generations 
because always remember a stitch in time saves nine.

It is necessary that a person entering the profession of 
teaching is adequately trained so that he is able to 
competently perform the vari ous functions expected of him. 

Various professions like law, medicine and engineering 
require that their prospective recruits spend long years in 
training. In the teaching profession itself a professional 
course like ADE, B.Ed or M.Ed is considered to be a pre - 
requisite for entering the profession at the school level. 

In the light of the specificities of the teaching learning 
interface at the college level of education, a fuH fledged Mohammad Adil Baloch 
training course for lecturers has not been considered to Assistant Professor of English 
be essential in Balochistan as for school teachers, though 
orientation programs for college level teachers are 

becoming common in many countries. It may be said that while preparation of teachers 
at the school level has shown little concern for content, at the college level it has shown 
little concern for pedagogy. Very few of those wishing to enter the teaching profession 
are born teachers who can dispense with training. For the large majority, some amount 
of training must be given so that they can perform their function s effectively. 



In the present situation characterized by the absence of training opportunities, entrants 
to the teaching profession at college level are supposed to learn from experience. As a 
result, they are forced to copy mechanically the methods and procedures adopted by 
their own teachers and inflict them on their students so that the dull and pointless 
tradition of giving lectures is passed on from generation to generation. If such a 
situation is to be remedied, it is necessary that suitable opportuni ties are provided for 
the training of college teachers of the province, in fact they must be given some training 
at the pre -induction stage itself as recently introduced by Balochistan Academy for 
College Teachers (BACT) in the shape of a pre -service training. 


Besides acquiring subject matter knowledge through research work during their M.Phil 
and Ph.D., the minimum qualification for entering the profession being M.A or M.Sc., 
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prospective college teachers must also take up some specialized courses directly 
oriented towards teaching. Again, immediately after a person is induced into the 
teaching profession at the college level, facilities should be provided for him or her to 
undergo a training course relating to a proper orientation towards the profession and its 
values, skills in pedagogy, curriculum construction, use of audio visual aids like 


multimedia, communication skills, educational psychology, evaluation methods as well 
as the use of the medium of instruction - the last being especially important for college 
teachers whose mother tongue is different from the medium of instruction. 


Such a training course should be conducted by the respective education department of 
the provincial government in accordance with their requirements rather than just a 
short pre-service training being conducted by BACT. Considering that teaching is a life 
time profession and also that there is rapid explosion of knowledge, it is not enough to 
provide training to college teachers on a once -for-all basis. Facilities should be pro vided 
by the government for re - training of college teachers of the province periodically 
throughout their career. Either advanced training centers should be set up or BACT 
should be facilitated by the provincial government for conducting such training 
programs. 

Every college teacher of the province should be linked to such a training center and 
participate in its programs from time to time, say, once every five years. The 
performance of the teacher in such programs should be vigorously evaluated and should 
be taken into account in the context of his or her career development. In this 
connection, the example of BACT may be mentioned. More such training academies for 
various disciplines need to be set up. Regular training programs during winter and 
summer vacations could also be conducted in different universities of the country or 
abroad for training college teachers of the province in their respective disciplines. In the 
grim context of today's Balochistan, it is the need of the hour to start such training 
programs in the province which are considered useful, desirable and necessary for those 
who belong to the teaching profession.
